Two Members of Clinton 
County (Ill.) Board Ac- 
cused of Accepting $60 
to Reclassify Man 


Two.smembers of the draft board 
for Clinton County, Ill, and Jo- 
seph H. Schuette, owner of a gen- 
eral store there, were arrested to- 
day on warrants charging bribery 
in the deferment of the manager 
of Schuette’s store from military 


service. 

The warrants allege the draft 
board members, George N. Kahlert, 
chairman, and Oscar W. Spaeth, 
secretary, accepted $60 from 
Schuette to reclassify the store 
manager, Arnold F, Ribbing. 
Assistant United States District 
Attorney Ernest R. McHale gaid 
Ribbing, 25 years old, in good 
health and with no dependents, had 
been classified 1A (available for im- 
mediate service) originally, but was 
reclassified as 2A in February, 1940, 
when Schuette paid’ $60 to Kahlert 
and Spaeth. 

The 2A draft classification is 
for those registrants whose serv- 
ices are necessary in civilian pur- 
suits essential to the national 
health, safety or interest. : 
Arraigned this afternoon before 
the United States Commissioner in 
East St. Louis, the three defend- 
ants pleaded not guilty. They 
waived preliminary hearings and 
were released on bonds of $4000 
each. 

Offices of the Clinton County 
draft board are ‘at Carlyle, Ill, 35 
miles east of St. Louis. Schuette’s 
store is at St. Rose, in Clinton 
County. 

Kahlert and Spaeth were the 
only two active members of the 
county draft board. They were re- 
placed this wee’. Spaeth is an Al- 
derman at Carlyle,

WOMAN CHAINS DAUGHTERS 
IN HOME, ONE FOR 20 YEARS 


Denver Discovery Made After One 
Leaps Through Window and Is 
Helped by Neighbor, 
DENVER, April 22 (AP).—Police 
disclosed yesterday that a 65-year- 
old woman had kept her two 
daughters chained in rooms of 
their home, one for 20 years. 
Shortly before officers went to 
the house, Amy Adams, 48, one of 
the daughters, leaped through an 
open window. She hung suspended 
by a chain fastened to her waist, 
police said, until a neighbor helped 
her back into the house, 
Police said the mother, Mrs. Mae 
Adams, told them she feared that 
her daughters would harm the 
neighbors if allowed freedom. 
When police entered the house, 
they said, Amy Adams was held 
by a chain attached to a belt 
around her waist and the other 
end snapped to a hook in a ceiling 
rafter.

OPA Cives Rules for Registering 
For Sugar Rationing Next Month 


First Stamp, for One Pound, Good May 5-16, 
and ‘Others for Two-Week Periods— 
Big Users’ Allotments Cut. 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP). 
~The nation’s first rationing of 
food by stamps will start May 5, 
the Office of Price Administration 
announced today, with the first 
stamp good for purchase of one 
pound of sugar during the period 
May 5 to May 16. 

In an order setting forth de- 
tails of the sugar rationing sys- 
tem, OPA disclosed that allot- 
ments to restaurants, hotels and 
the like would be cut 50 per cent 
under the amount used last year, 
while bakers, confectioners, bever- 
age bottlers, and ice cream and 
dairy producers would be limited 
to 70 per cent of past use. 

Household consumers, who will 
register at grade schools through- 
out the country May 4-7, inclusive, 
will be entitled to purchase one 
pound of sugar with each of the 
first four stamps in War Ration 
Bcok No. 1. 

The first stamp is valid May 
5-16, the second May 17-30, the 
third, May 31-June 13, and the 
fourth, June 14-27. 

Retail and wholesale establish- 
ments handling sugar will register 
at high schools April 28 and 29, 
as will industrial and institutional 
users. 

The cut in the amount of sugar 


hotels and others supplying food 
services, amounts to 50 per cent 
of the quantity used in the corre- 
sponding month last year, or if 
records of last year’s use are not 
available, half the amount used 
in March, 1942, the OPA said. 

OPA set forth in detail the reg- 
‘ulations concerning registration, 
many of which have been an- 
nounced previously. One adult 
member of each family unit may 
register for the entire family 
group, getting a ration book for 
each member of the family, it was 
stated. Any family unit not hav- 
ing an adult member should be 
registered by the oldest member 
or by a responsible adult author- 
ized to ‘act on.behalf of the 
minors. 

Consumers who are not members 
of a family unit should register 
for themselves. Persons confined 
in public or private hospitals, asy- 
lums, prisons, or similar institu- 


reserved for restaurants, caterers, | 


tions are not eligible for registra- 
tion while so confined. 

Special provisions were made 
for those incapacitated by illness, 
injury or other reason and unable 
to register for themselves in the 
May 4-7 period. These individuals 
may be registered by the person 
caring for them or by such other 
persons as they designate. 

Consumers not eligible to receive 
a ration book at the time of regis- 
tration, because of ownership of 
more than six pounds of sugar, will 
obtain their books by applying to 
local ration boards after the start 
of the “latest ration periods dur- 
ing which stamps become valid 
having a weight value equal to 
the excess sugar supply owned on 
May 4. 1942.” 

Children born after the registra- 
tion dates will be entitled to nor- 
mal sugar rations and may be 
registered at any time by parents 
or guardians at the local ration 
board. 

Men inducted into the armed 
forces or those leaving this coun- 
try for more than 30 days must 
surrender their ration books to 
their local boards. Books must also 
be turned in to the board within 
10 days after the death of a per- 
son to whom the book was issued. 
Special provisions were made 
for consumers who do not register 
in the prescribed period. Upon 
showing “good cause” they may 
register after May 21 at their local 
rationing boards, and in cases of 
unusual hardship the boards may 
permit registration before May 21. 
To take care of consumers in 
rural areas who would find it a 
hardship because of transportation 
difficulties to purchase sugar in 
the quantities allowed during each 
ration period, OPA provided that 
such a user might apply to the 
local boards for a sugar certificate 
authorizing him to purchase a 
four-week supply at one time. — 
To prevent an epidemic of lost 
books, OPA specified that consum- 
ers might apply for ration books 
to replace those accidentally lost 
or destroyed, but replacements will 
not be made until after two months 
from the date of application. Mak- 
ing a false application, OPA point- 
ed out, is a criminal offense.

NEW ARMY CLASSIFICATION 
TO ADMIT SOME DISQUALIFIED 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP). 
—The Army today modified physi- 
cal standards for voluntary enlist- 
ment or induction of selective serv- 
ice recruits. 

To cover men with disqualifying 
physical defects which can be cor- 
rected, a new classification—Class 
1-A (suspended)—was added to the 
three previous physical classifica- 
tions: Class 1-A, qualified for gen- 
eral military service; Class 1-B, 
unfit for general but qualified for 
limited military service, and Class 
4, physically unfit for any military 
service. 

The War Department listed 
among common examples of cor- 
rectible physical conditions dental 
defects, correctible nasal obstruc- 
tion; repairable hernia and remedi- 
able nutritional defects.

Approval of the settlement of a 
$76,000 claim against Morris and 
Louis Londe, officers of the bank- 
rupt Pearl Garment Co., for $10,000 
was granted today by United 
States District Judge Charles B. 
Davis after the Referee in Bank- 
ruptcy and his attorney had told 
the Court they were satisfied, 
after a four-month investigation, 
that the brothers paid $50,000 to 
secure the release of another 
brother, the notorious Isidore 
Londe, from Michigan State Peni- 
tentiary.

were unwilling and afraid to sup- 
ply details “because of fear of. their 
own lives and the lives of their 
families.” 

Wulff and Burnett told Judge 
Davis that $10,000 was being held 
and would be available today and, 
with the $50,000 payment, would 
account for $60,000 of the money 
which Referee 
Elmer E. Pearcy ordered turned 
over by the brothers in August, 
1937. The balance, they said, was 
spent by the brothers for living 
expenses of their families while 
they were in prison. 

Judge Davis, in stating that he 
would formally approve the order 
tomorrow and discuss the citations 
for contempt of court against the 
brothers when the money was 
actually in the trustee’s hands, 
added: 

“With the creditors having as- 
sented to this settlement — and 
they are the most concerned — 
and with there being no chance of 
getting more than the $10,000, I 
believe it advisable to accept the 
offer and get the money this after- 
noon.”

Where to base planes to carry 


out repeated bombings of Tokyo 
and other Japanese cities need not 
greatly concern the United Na- 
tions because China has been pre- 
paring for that procedure for sev- 
eral years, Liu Liang-mo, morale 
officer for the Chinese Army, said 
yesterday in a luncheon talk at 
Hotel Jefferson which opened the 
St. Louis campaign to raise $95,000 
for United China Relief. 

“China has built numerous air 
bases during the last five years, all 
of them as close to the coast as 
possible under the circumstances,” 
he said. | 

“The question that concerns the 
Chinese is how soon a sufficient 
number of planes can be estab- 
lished on these bases to carry out 
the purpose for which they were 
designed.” He expressed the opin- 
ion that American planes that 
bombed Japanese cities last Satur- 
day were based on these airports. 


Fuel Supplies Stored. 

“These bases have been made 
ready, even to the storage of vast 
fuel supplies,” he continued. “When 
the great offensive against the 
Japanese begins, China is the place 
to launch it, both on the land and 
in the air.” 

China’s. stubborn resistance to 
the Japanese is no miracle, he said, 
but is the result of the national 
morale and unity of purpose. 

“This is reflected in the fighting 
spirit of her Army even under most 
unfavorable conditions. Thére has 
not been an instance of Chinese 
troops surrendering in the last 
five years,” he added, “In fact 
our language does not contain the 
word, ‘surrender’.” 


Effect of Guerrilla War. 


By their resistance, the Chinese 
have tied up a million Japanese 
troops on the Asiatic mainland, the 
speaker said, 

“The significance of that can be 
appreciated when we know that 
only 500,000 Japanese troops are 
active in all the other Pacific bat- 
tle fronts.” 

The guerrilla warfare, which Chi- 
ma has been forced to fight be- 
cause of lack of supplies, has 


. taught the forces to fight by mo- 


rale and wit, whereas Japanese 
soldiers—though well-trained—be- 
come chaotic when they find them-

Paul G. Hoffman, president of 
the Studebaker Corporation of 
South Bend, Ind., told the 150 
guests at the luncheon that con- 
tributions to the campaign were 
investments in Chinese civilian mo- 
rale which would help us win the 
war more quickly. “There will be 
many ‘drives for funds during this 
war, but any which will assist to 
shorten the conflict should be Al 
on your priority list,” he said. 
Frank C. Rand, vice chairman 
of the campaign, said that 302 Chi- 
nese citizens of St. Louis had do- 
nated $126,000 to the fund since the 
Japanese invasion of China, or 
more than $1000 a month.

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Letter to Senator Byrd 
Tells of Efforts, but Says 
Intentional Delays Are 
Hard to Prove. 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (AP).— 
The Army and Navy were disclosed 
today to be pooling efforts with 
five other government agencies in 
an attempt to combat industrial 
slowdowns in war production. 

Describing such slowdowns as 
“reprehensible,” Senator Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, made public a 
letter from Daniel S. Ring, Direc- 
tor of Maritime Personnel, report- 
ing that efforts were underway to 
develop a “centralized method of 
treatment of this problem.” Ring 
did not disclose the method. 

Byrd told reporters he was con- 
vinced that in many instances de- 
liberate attempts had been made 
to retard production, or else in- 
efficiency of management or 
“Washington bureaucracy” had 
produced the same results. He said 
he would ask the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee to make a thor- 
ough investigation if immediate 
remedial steps were not taken. 

Byrd previously had made public 
a report by Rear Admiral C. W. 
Fisher, Director of Naval Shore 
Establishments, that work slow- 
downs had cut production in eight 
plants making vital equipment for 
the Navy. 

The Senator subsequently asked 
the Maritime Commission for a re- 
port on any similar situations it 
may have encountered. Ring, re- 
plying that the commission had no 
direct evidence of slowdowns, said 
tactics of this nature were “very 
difficult to detect with definite and 
tangible proof.” — 

He added that representatives of 
the Army, Navy, Maritime Com- 
mission, War Production Board, 
War Labor Board, Labor Depart- 
ment Conciliiation Service and the 
Bureau of Labor Standards were 
developing a uniform program 
which they hoped would solve the 
problem. 

“Slowdowns fall into two classes,” 
Ring wrote. “The first being the 
intentional slowdown, engineered 
by labor as a means of securing 
concessions or improved conditions.

breviated powers. 

Associates of Sidney Hillman, 
whose post as director of the labor 
division was abolished along with 
that unit, said he was planning to 
take a vacation of thre weeks to 
a month, at least, due to ill health 
before assuming any official du- 
ties. 
Hillman was in a Washington 
hospital, receiving treatment for 
arthritis, his associates said, but 
has informed his aids to continue 
functioning as usual pending ¢re- 
ation of the new division. 
No director has been appointed 
for the “labor production division,” 


nor have its duties been clarified. 
It was ordered created by Roose- 
velt in his executive order estab- 
lishing the new Manpower Com- 
mission headed by Paul V. McNutt. 

The old labor division’s func- 
tions concerned with labor supply 
and training were ordered trans- 
ferred to McNutt’s jurisdiction. 
However, the transfer has not tak- 
en place and morale in the or- 
phaned WPB division was feported 
low. 

Nelson was said to have assured 
the labor division executives who 
offered to step out of the picture 
that he wished them to continue 
pending compietion of the reorgan- 
ization. However, Nelson’s sub- 
ordinates said Nelson himself was 
uncertain as to exactly what func- 
tions Roosevelt wished the new 
labor division to perform.

Col. Robert R. McCormick, pub- 
lisher of the Chicago Tribune, a 
morning paper, had withdrawn his 
application for an AP evening 
membership prior to the voting, 
which was conducted under re- 
vised by-laws requiring only a ma- 
jority vote for election to member-. 
Ship, instead of a four-fifths vote 
as heretofore. McCormick has in- 
dicated he might start an evening 
paper as a move in the Chicago 
newspaper war. 

Comment of McCormick. 

Commenting on the vote refus- 
ing membership to the Chicago 
Sun, McCormick said today: 

“I hope the overwhelming vote 
of yesterday means that the Ges-

He Says Newspapers 


_ Own Reporting and Should Give Truth 
About War, Good or Bad. 


NEW YORK, April 22 (AP) — 
Denouncing “wasteful da” 
and “silly publicity stories emanat- 
ing from Army and Naval services, 
and from innumerable Government 
bureaus,” Frank 8S. Hoy of the 
Lewiston (Me.) Sun and Journal 
urged newspaper publishers yes- 
terday “to give the people of 
America the truth of the war, good 
or bad”—and not give them “Polly- 
anna talk of victories ‘won when 
we have actually lost.” He said the 
newspapers were being flooded 
with Army, Navy and govern- 
mental publicity stories. 

“The waste of time, money and 

of materials is positively shock- 
ing to those of us who are being 
forced to save paper, to save labor 
and to reduce costs wherever pos- 
sible,” he said, 
“We are urged to publish long 
publicity stories about how the 
Federal Housing Administration 
can help our people build homes, 
when, at the same time, we are 
told by otner Government agencies 
that private homes cannot be built 
except in defense areas.” ,

“The newspapers must be left 
free to do their own independent 
reporting and their own thinking,” 
he told the opening session of the 
fifty-sixth annual convention of the 
American Newspaper Publishers 
Association. “We are not going 
to win this war by deceiving the 
people, by withholding - casualty 
lists, by making war seem easy 
that it is going to 
require ‘blood, sweat and tears.’” 


Hoy, chairman of the session, 
said newspapers were telling the 
truth now and that it was their 
responsibility to see that the pub- 
lic continued to get the truth. 

“The newspapers are co-operat- 
ing under a voluntary censorship 
and they are careful not to pub- 
lish any information that would 
be of value to our enemies,” he 
said. “Through correspondents in 
all strategic battle zones and by 
means of all modern methods of 
communication, the newspapers 
are presenting amazingly complete, 
accurate and colorful accounts as 
well: as timely news pictures of 
this world-wide conflict.”

Dr. Hein Hoeben Said to Have 
Died as Result of Bru- 
talities in Prison:

NEW YORK, April 22.—Nether- 
land News, publication of The 
Netherlands Information Bureau, 
said today that “as a result of the 
brutalities inflicted upon him while 
a prisoner in the notorious 8S. S. 
jail in Berlin, Dr. Hein J. G. Hoe- 
ben, internationally known Dutch 
Catholic journalist, succumbed,. it 
was reported in London on April 
2.” 

The News said the Nazi-con- 
trolled Dutch newspapers were not 
allowed to print an obituary, but 
that a death notice, signed by his 
wife and five children, appeared in 
a Catholic daily. 

“Until the German invasion, Dr. 
Hoeben headed the International 
Catholic Press Bureau at Breda,” 
the News continued. “This or- 
ganization, collaborating with a 
similar Belgian Catholic press cen- 
ter, was the chief means of in- 
forming the outside world of re- 
ligious persecution and atrocities 
against members of the clergy, 
sanctioned by the Nazis within the 
Reich. When Holland was invaded, 
Dr. Hoeben fled to France, where 
he was arrested.”

THE SECOND BATTLE OF FRANCE 


Y imposing Laval on the 
Berench people, Hitler has 
brought France back into the 
war. France was sure to come 
back into the war. For it has never 
been possible.that France, defeated 
in a great battle but by no means 
conquered, could remain perma- 
nently on. the sidelines while the 
fate of France and ef Europe and 
of the world was being decided. 
Hitler knows this, and in taking 
the drastic step of overthrowing 
the Petain regime, he has followed 
the well-tried pattern of the Axis, 
which is to strike the first blow. 
In this case, seeing that French 
affairs were moving rapidly to a 
crisis, Hitler has as usual taken the 
bold course. He has seized control 
of the French Government by

ITLER had, however, to take 
this risk. For the spirit ‘of 
French resistance has been rising 
anyway in answer to the growing 
likelihood of British-American in- 
tervention.

But Laval is the means by which 
French resistance can perhaps be 
suppressed and France’ divided 
within herself once more by mili- 
tary actions which entangle 
ench soldiers and sailors in bat- 
tles with the English-speaking 
peoples. If, as many surmise, 
Laval’s plan is to attack the Free 
French in Syria and in Africa, it 
may be possible for Laval to quell 
French resistance to Hitler by 
forcing the British and the Ameri- 
cang to shed blood. 
A scheme of this kind, designed 
to destroy the French national 
spirit, is quite characteristic of 


consistent with the evil genius of 
Laval.

HE answer to it is undoubted- 
ly to give convincing evidence 

to the French people that the 

United Nations have made up their 

minds to concentrate their main 

forces during this year for the 
struggle against Hitler. The de- 
gree of French national resistance 

will be, we may be certain, a 

direct reflection of the power 

which Britain, America and Rus- 
sia can concentrate in Europe 
against the German Army—that 
is, against the power which dom- 
inates France. French action will 
respond, more or less proportion- 
ately, to the action of the United 

Nations. The French will acqui- 

esce in Laval if we acquiesce. 

They will resist only passively if 

the Allies fight only defensively. 

They will come forward to meet 

us as we go forward to meet 


them. They will take the risks 
which are somehow commensurate 
with the risks we take. 

What the risks are that we 
should take is not a matter that 
the general public, which includes 
newspaper writers of course, 
should presume to. decide. But 
what stands to reason generally is 
that a grand political decision 
must be taken to concentrate 
rather than to disperse, to com- 
bine rather than to divide, the 
maximum force of the United Na- 
tions at the point where the most 
can be won and the most can be 
lost. After the decision to con- 
centrate and to combine has been 
taken, then it is for the military 
leaders to judge what operations 
are the best in the circumstances. 

7 = * 
HERE may be several ways to 
conduct the total war. But one 
thing is beyond dispute. The deci- 
sion must be taken to fight it in 
one way rather than in several 
different ways at once. To do a 
little but not nearly enough every- 
where is the sure way to lose 
everything gradually but inevita- 
bly. It does not matter how strong 
a nation is, it cannot be in full 

strength everywhere. 

Adherence to this elementary 
principle is one of the fundamental 
causes of Hitler’s success and of 
Japan's, Not merely have they 
taken the offensive where they had 
the most to gain but they have had 
the sense to stand on the defensive 
elsewhere. Hitler has opened one 
front at a time, never more than 
one, Russia has consistently ad- 
hered to the idea of war on one 
front. So has Japan—by remaining 
passive in China, in by-passing 
Australia and at least, while she 
was fully engaged in the Pacific, 
in not challenging Russia. 

The developments in France 
leave us no choice other than to 
decide that the main immediate 
theater of the war for us ig the 
peninsula of Western Europe, of 
which France is the center, as it 
thrusts itself out into the narrow 
Atlantic. This theater of the war is 
of paramount importance in the 
year 1942, Upon what happens 
there depends the power of Brit-' 
ain in subsequent phases of the 
war, the degree to which the un- 
used power of France is turned 
against us or with us, and almost 
certainly also the power which 
Russia will be able to exert later 
both in Europe and in Asia,

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this battle the organized forces of 
France may in some part be used 
against us. But the French nation 
and the American nation will be 
allies in this battle. In the first 
battle we stood aside. In the truce 
which followed and in the opening 
phase of our ‘war, the French have 
stood aside.

mittee, 

Introduced by Representative 
Celler (Dem.), New York, the leg- 
islation was redrafted by the com- 
mittee after some members ob- 
jected that the original version 
granted too much power. The 
amended measure’s effectiveness 
‘would expire six months after the 
war, unless ended sooner by Con- 
gress or a presidential order. 

The committee draft would au- 
thorize the head of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and the 
chiefs of Army and Navy intelli- 
gence to resort to wire-tapping or 
interception of other communica- 
tions without regard to existing 
iaw in their investigations of sabo- 
tage, espionage, treason, seditious 
conspiracy, violations of the neu- 
trality laws and of the law requir- 
ing registration of foreign agents 
and organizations. 

Originally, these methods would 
have been sanctioned only when 
the Attorney General certified 
that he had reason to believe an 
act detrimental to the national 
welfare was about to be committed. 

Information obtained would be 
confidential, but could be used in 
connection with resulting prosecu- 
tions. 

Committee members said they 
would seek early congressional ap- 
proval of the legislation as an 
emergency measure necessary to 
aid the F. B. L. and the intelligence 
services in their counterespionage 
program.

It is not possible to give details 
of Red Army movements behind 
the lines but it may be mentioned 
that masses of troops are in train- 
ing and preparing to take up battle 
posts. 

Even the latest recruits are fine 
physical specimens, young but ma- 
ture and fit for heavy action.

In an article 
on the editorial page of the Lon- 
don Times, Grigg pointed out that, 
under the present system, Churchill 
must consider the viewpoints of 
all three services whereas a single 
executive would co-ordinate the 
ideas of the three service chiefs 
and present them to the Prime 
Minister. 


Support for Grigg. 

Grigg’s article brought letters 
from an imposing array of not- 
ables, among whom were Lord 
Chatfield, formerly First Sea Lord 
and subsequently Minister for De- 
fense; Lord Hankey, for many 
years Secretary of the Cabinet, 
and Lord Swinton, pre-war Air 
Minister.

What Mr. Lawrence pro- 
poses is to “freeze” Congress by collusion between 
the two. parties. His far-fetched idea is for the 
national party organizations ‘not to oppose sitting 
members. He argues that although “a few would-be 
candidates might disregard such a plan,” the num- 
ber would be small and the United States at war 
“would be spared a bitter campaign.” 
This idea is to be found in other places. Raising 
the question as to whether there will be congressional 
elections next November, the New York Daily News, 
the tabloid with the largest newspaper circulation in 
the country, says, with a flippancy that is out of 
place in the discussion of a vital public issue, “We 
aren’t betting that they will be held, and we aren't 
betting that they won't.” 
In whatever form it appears, this suggestion that 


affront to the American system of representative gov- 
ernment, but also an insult to the patriotism of the 
people. It is as if to say that in order to save de- 
mocracy for the world, we must first shelve it here 
at home: Hitler has been telling Europe that de- 
mocracy is defunct. How could we answer that 
charge if we went a long way toward proving it by 
shelving the biennial expression of the popular will? 
This is not the first time the United States has 
had to fight a war. Twice in the Civil War—in 1862 
and again in 1864—the voters of the Union went to 
the polls. The fact that the people were locked in 
the World War I in 1918 did not keep them from 
exercising their constitutional right to choose Sena- 
tors and Representatives. Americans, under the 
leadership of Lincoln and Wilson, fought those bit- 
ter wars and held their elections as well. 

Mr. Lawrence says that some sitting Democrats 
will be replaced by Republicans if the election is 
held. What if they are? Are Republicans any less 
eager for the United States to win this war than 
the Democrats? Are Republicans any less patriotic 
simply because they sit on the other side of the 
chambers of Congress? 

These questions answer themselves. But if they 
did not, there is the formal statement of the Re- 
publican National Committee which has just been 
adopted at Chicago: “We demand the prosecution of 
an offensive war, relentlessly and without reserva- 
tion, whatever it may cost in wealth, energy or 
human life, until the United States and its allies 
have won a complete victory over their enemies.” 

The fact of the matter is that the congressional 

elections are already on. Illinois has held its primary 
and has seen fit to retire several members of its 
delegation to private life. A half-dozen states go to 
‘the polls in the next several weeks to decide which of 
their representatives may run again. This winnow- 
ing will continue through the spring and summer 
and into the fall. Any freezing of the membership 
would fix in their seats some unfit men whom the 
voters have marked for defeat. That same freezing 
would preclude the election of new members who 
would be responsive to the people’s will. 
. Every American knows that this a critical hour 
for democracy. But that is all the more reason to 
demonstrate democracy’s vitality. The Dorothy 
Thompson-Kaltenborn hysteria was soon forgotten in 
1940. The new model is entitled to even less of the 
nation’s valuable time in 1942. 
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PRAISE FROM EXPERTS. 

The success of the St. Louis anti-smoke ordinance 
during its second winter has just been attested by 
experts. We refer to the city’s hotel-keepers. They 
are the people who ought to know. Not only do they 
have on a large scale all the problems of the house- 
wife—the washing and scrubbing and re-decorating 
—but they also hear, day in &nd day out, the com- 
plaints and praise of their traveling guests. 

And on both scores, the hotel men bless the ordi- 
nance, Not only has it cut down cleaning costs and 
made possible lighter and brighter decorations, but 
it has also replaced with a smile the frown they 
used to see on the face of the man signing the regis- 
ter. A trip to St. Louis in the dead of winter is no 
longer dreaded. Instead, it is welcomed as an escape 
from the smoke prevalent elsewhere. 

The hotel-keepers are all for a third smokeless 
winter, There they stand with the great majority of 
us. Such a winter can be made possible now by lay- 
ing in supplies of smokeless fuel. 
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TWO REALISTIC VIEWS OF THE WAR’S DURATION. 

The once prevalent idea that America could win a 
quick and easy victory in this war has few support- 
ers nowadays. If any wishful thinkers remain, let 
them consider these two recent statements by spe- 
cially informed men: 

Col. Eddie Rickenbacker, American ace of 
World War I, to aviators at Mitchel Field: “This 
war will last a minimum of five years, barring 
miracles, with a possibility of at least 10 years, 
Since no Navy can function effectively without 
the superiority or control of the air, which also 
goes for the land forces of the Army, we will 
need at least 300,000 pilots to achieve victory— 
100,000 as instructors and 200,000 combat pilots.” 


Dr. Roy W. Fouts of Omaha, chairman of the 
Procurement and Assignment Service of the 
Seventh Corps Area, before a medical convention 
in St. Louis: “This (the wartime medical pro- 
gram) is no short program. At first we planned 
on five years. Then we changed our plans and 
now we're planning on 10 years. There are only 
three things we will consider in granting defer- 
ment to a doctor. Is he ne#ded in his community? 
Is he needed in industry? Is he needed for teach- 
ing? In cities like St. Louis, we will leave just 
one physician for 2000 persons.” 

There is grim but realistic vision in these state- 
ments, with reference both to the probable length 
of the war and to the hard necessities required to 
achieve victory, . 

No man can speak with certainty as to how many 
years the war will last, but it is assuredly wiser to 
prepare for a long, hard. pull than to put our faith 
in the vision of a sudden Axis collapse so beloved 
by the wishful thinkers. 

We must have more flyers, and we must have 
more physicians, or learn to get along with fewer, 
these authorities point out. Their specialties are 
only two important fields among the nation’s myriad 
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activities which must undergo all-out mobilization 
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America is to win. All-out means the utmost we can | 
do, and “the duration” means the unknown number | 


of years necessary to perform the biggest job in this 
country’s history. © | > 


In spite of efforts to persuade it to drop the sub- 
ject, the Senate Patents Committee is continuing its 
hearings on Thurman Arnold’s charges that certain 


American corporations are parties to cartel agree- | 


ments which, through patent controls, have worked 
to the serious detriment of our war effort. 

Since the disclosure of the deal between the 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey and the Nazi I. G. 
Farbenindtstrie, and the General Electric-Krupp 
pact, the committee has heard that a similar con- 
tract kept the Remington Arms Co. from selling to 
the British Purchasing Commission until recent days. 
This firm is controlled by BE. I, du Pont de Nemours 
& Co., a firm which has also been accused, along 
with the Rohn & Haas Co, of Philadelphia, of being 
involved in another cartel affecting synthetic glass 
used in fighting planes. Mr. Arnold indicates that 
he has evidence concerning other vital materials. 

The average citizen is scandalized at the thought 
that an American firm should have refused to sell to 
the British in spite of our lease-lend policy. He is 
scandalized at the thought that, because of British 
partnerships in cartels, England was paying royal- 
ties to Germany through American intermediaries. 


‘He is not going to stand for dropping this inquiry. 


We cannot afford to force these cartels merely 
into a state of suspended animation for the dura- 


tion. Mr. Arnold has explained how, even in time | —* * ; 


of peace, they promote a world-wide economy of 
scarcity. With due consideration for the rights of 
inventors, a way will have to be found to prevent 
such patent monopolies in the future. | 

But that can wait, if need be. The important 
thing now is to get these patents into use to speed 
up and improve our war production. This can’t 
wait. In fact, it has begun, for the President an- 
nounced yesterday that he had ordered the seizure 
of all enemy-controlled patents. 

The charge has been made that even where 
a consent decree has been obtained, patents have 
been made available only in such a way as to leave 
them virtually useless. The “know-how,” the knowl- 
edge necessary for their proper utilization, has been 
withheld, it is said. If this be true, it is a deliberate 
withholding of vital information in time of war. 

In cases where anti-trust suits have not been filed, 
there seems to be no authority for commandeering 
patents. The Senate committee has before it a bill 
which would vest such authority in the Government. 

Just as long as this is not enacted, it must be 
counted as one of our worst bottlenecks. Congress 
should act—and act quickly—to make the full re- 
sources of this country available for victory. 
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TABLE ROCK AND BULL SHOALS ARE OUT. 

The House of Representatives—and that means in 
this instance Congressman Cochran and the Mis- 
sourians who: joined him—have won the battle 
against large appropriations for hydro-electric dams 
at Table Rock on the White River in Missouri and at 
Bull Shoals, also on the White River but across the 
State line in Arkansas. Conferees have rejected a 
House-opposed Senate amendment to appropriate $2,- 
106,000 for Table Rock and $16,700,000for Bull Shoals. 

This is a recognition of two things: First, that the 
war emergency is no justification for free-handed ap- 
propriation of public funds for the benefit of greedy 
Congressmen and a few of their constituents. Second, 
that Missouri’s magnificent streams are not to be 
saddled with dams without clear proof of their need. 

As a sop to the backers of these projects, the con- 
ferees did approve the appropriation of $500,000 for 
preliminary surveys at Bull Shoals. Sop it may be, 
but every half-million counts in this war of unprece- 
dented cost. If the House wants to get rid of the 
bill, it will approve the conference report. If it 
wants to prevent any diversion of funds to a dubious 
enterprise, which could not be finished for three or 
four years, it will hold out against even $500,000 for 
a scouting expedition at Bull Shoals, 
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Papa Petain has given his blessing to Laval. It’s 
amazing how Hitler has taught the old Marshal to 
say “uncle.” 


NOW FOR O’HARE DAY. 

The Navy’s and St. Louis’ No. 1 air hero of the 
war is going to visit his home city Saturday, the 
Navy Department has agreed in response to the 
enthusiastic demand of local citizens. 

But it will not be Lieut. Edward H. O’Hare who 
is to be welcomed and honored here. It will be 
Lieutenant Commander O’Hare, newly promoted in 
a ceremony conducted by the President himself at 
the White House yesterday. It will be a wearer of 
the Congressional Medal of Honor, the country’s 
highest and rarest decoration, whom St. Louisans 
will acclaim in person, 

It was an impressive and historic moment yester- 
day when Mr. Roosevelt read the citation describing 
O’Hare’s unparalleled feat of accounting for six 
enemy planes in single-handed combat . .. “his 
gallant action, one of the most daring, if not the 
most daring single action, in the history of combat 
aviation.” 

St. Louis is proud of this great honor conferred 
upon its favorite son, and it is proud also of the 
signal distinction he is to confer upon the city: 
bestowal of the Navy E award, for being the first 
city in the country to go over the top in the Navy 
Relief Fund campaign. 

And now for O’Hare day, the occasion when St. 
Louis will cheer its hero, honor hig comrades in the 
nation’s fighting services and accept the excellence 
trophy conferred as a tribute to this city’s gener- 
osity. Now for a civic celebration that will give us 
all a chance to cheer till we’re hoarse, to have a 
rousing burst of old-fashioned patriotism and show 
Eddie O'Hare we think he’s a superb fighting man.

GERMAN submarine got another oil 
tanker off the Carolina coast the other 
day—a $3,000,000 vessel with a cargo of 
3,500,000 gallons of gasoline. . 
That 3,500,000 gallons of gasoline, lost for- 


ever in the wispy interval of a few brief’ 


moments, might have done a lot. of things 
to help win the war. It might have sent a 
huge fleet of American bombers over Berlin 
or Tokyo; or powered MacArthur’s tanks 
through jungles; or transported millions of 
defense workers to and from their jobs in 
war industries. 

If’ the sinking of this ocean tanker was 
only an exception or an isolated example, 
it wouldn’t be so much. But numerous tank- 
ers like this one have been and still are 
being sent to the bottom off our Atlantic 
coast. ~ 

Multiply the loss of this one ship by many 
others and you will see how well Hitler is 
getting along with his work. So much so, 
in fact, that a serious gasoline shortage, 
with resultant rationing, is threatened in 
New York and other big cities along our 
Eastern seaboard. 

Well, what can we do about it? 

Old Man River has the answer. 
40 principal tributaries, he drains one-third 
of the area of continental United States, 
provides the world’s greatest. inland water- 
way system that stretches from Pittsburgh 
on the east, Sioux City, Ia., on the west and 
rolls down to New Orleans and the sea. 

And, as if that wasn’t enough, he is con- 
nected with a navigable intracoastal canal 
that extends 1000 miles along the rim of 
the Gulf coast from Corpus Christi, Tex., to 
within a short distance of Tallahassee, Fia., 
and another canal that gives him transpor- 
tation access to Chicago and all the cities 
on the Great Lakes. 


From the Alleghenies to the Rockies and 
from the Canadian border to the Gulf of 
Mexico, the Mississippi River system af- 
fords a broad highway of commerce, It is 
a far-flung network of transportation that 
connects the busy steel mills and coal mines 
of. Pennsylvania and the Ohio Valley, the 
wheat belt of the great Northwest, the 
thriving cities on the Great Lakes, the fer- 
tile farms of Iowa and Kansas, the cotton 
plantations of the South, the orange groves 
of Florida and the oil fields of Texas. 

Here is a navigable waterway of several 
thousand miles that is far inland, that links 
the heart of America, that is safe from 
ocean storms and German submarines alike, 

If there is one man who knows this vast 
inland waterway system and its possibili- 
ties and potentialities, it is Maj. Gen. Lytle 
Brown of Nashville, who served as Chief 
of the United States Engineers and 
is now retired.

Prof. C. E. Germane Dies at 57. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 22 (AP).

The diplomatic groundwork for

Portugal agreed to call on the 
Allies for help if protection were 
needed. The Allies reserved the 
right to occupy Portuguese Timor 
peacefully if they believed the 
danger warranted such a measure. 

Actually, only the second provi- 
sion was invoked.

Koepang was the Allied council 
place for moves into Portuguese 
Timor. Lieut. Col. Nico W. Straten, 
of the Dutch Army, flew to Koe- 
pang from Soerabaja with Dutch 
movement. orders on Dec. 11. The 
next day the Dutch brought from 
Java by plane another group of ma- 
chine-gunners and mortar experts 
whose arms had already been con- 
veyed to Koepang aboard the Dutch 
cruiser Soerabaja.

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New Demands for Ship- 
ping Protection ‘ Taxing 
Naval Resources of 
United Nations.

LONDON, April 22.—Light naval 
forces of the United Nations are 
now being overworked in a des- 
perate attempt to cover vast ex- 


panses of ocean which, until re- 
cently, seemed to require only the 
casual attention of fighting ships. 

While the United States has been 
concentrating, for its part, on the 
Pacific routes between its West 
Coast and Australia and between 
the eastern seaboard and northern 
Europe, it is now bound to shift as 
many light forces as possible to 
the coastwise routes of the west- 
ern Atlantic. Losses there continue 
to cause grave concern in Allied 
shipping circles and must be 
brought under control at the first 
possible moment.

Gov. Donnell has announced his 
intention of declaring martial law 
in the Wentzville area whenever 
work is resumed. Construction of 
the houses has been halted since 
March 11, when CIO workmen who 
have the contract for erecting the 
houses were driven from the job by 
@ mass demonstration of AFL 
building trades union members. 

The AFL, which formerly re- 
fused to erect prefabricated houses,

At least 35 per cent of the pa- 
tients who come to a e clinic 
for digestive diseases, it been 
reported by Dr. Sara Jordan, have 
nervous disturbances for which 
treatment of the colon is the out- 
standing requirsment. 

Everybody, including the patient, 
realizes that a great deal of the 
trouble caused by this condition is 
due to a nervous makeup, but it is 
also true that in most cases there 
is some localized spot or physical 
condition which is in the digestive 
tract, and unless this is corrected 
all the psychology in the world is 
wasted and ineffective. 

The patient with an unstable 
colon has usually abused himself 
with the habitual use of drugs, 


‘ particularly cathartics, faddy diets, 


overwork, lack of recognition of

sarily good for them.

THE SYMPTOMS of this form 
of digestive disorder are predomi- 
nantly abdominal distress and dis- 
tension. This makes everybody 
feel at some time or another that 
they should have a cathartic and 
most of them are habitual cathar- 
tic users. The fact that this makes 
the colon more unstable and more 
irritable is something that they 
do not take the trouble to analyze. 

Distension is associated with 
gas distress and usually occurs 
regularly after meals. Almost al- 
ways this is due to some localized 
form of irritation. Nausea and 
vomiting occur in a very small 
percentage of cases; a few have 
diarrhoea. The constipation com- 
plained of by these patients, when 
analyzed, usually means that they 
have been taking laxatives over 
a period of years until they are 
dependent on them. 

The puzzling thing to’ the phy- 
sician about these patients is that 
he can usually find nothing to ac- 
count for their symptoms. They 
are seldom underweight, their 
blood is unchanged, they have no 
recognized or standard disease, the 
X-ray shows no change in the rate 
of stomach or intestinal movement, 
except occasionally when they are 
in acute distress. : 
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THE TREATMENT is principal- 
ly directed toward relieving ten- 
sion, getting them out of the ca- 
thartic habit and putting them on 
a diet which suits their particular 
and individual colon. 3

diet for colitis. There is no diet 
for colitis that suits everything 
and the proper diet has to be found 
by a patient and his physician. Of 
course, the diet should be easily 
digestible and non-irritating, well- 
cooked, and chewed and eaten un- 
der calm circumstances which 
leave the mind free.

East said that West’s bidding had 
absolutely guaranteed the spade 
ace. West retorted (with some 
justice) that it would have been 
wiser for East to allow for. the 
spade king in the West hand and 
to refrain from “echoing” in dia- 
monds, thus asking for a shift 
(obviously to the spade suit bid 
by East) before East’s ace of 
clubs was removed.

Shortage of Nace Forcing St. Louis Institutions to Curtail Luxury 
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ON COMING OUT. OF THE ETHER, THE PATIENT WOULD FIND HERSELF SURROUNDED BY POTTED PLANTS AND ASSORTED FRIENDS AND RELATIVES.

IME was when going to a hos- 
T pital to have your liver over- 

hauled or your appendix 
yanked out was a sort of gala oc- 
casion. Once the nuisance of the 
operation was over and you 
emerged from the ether to find 
yourself surrounded by bouquets, 
potted begonias, and an assort- 
ment of relatives and friends, you 
really had nothing to do but sleep, 
eat your meals in bed, hold court 
and bother the tar out of the 
nurses to bring you everything 
from an intern to a three-cent 
stamp. 

But now, according to informa- 
tion your correspondent has hot 
off the operating table, there are 
a few straws beginning to blow in 
the wind that would indicate that 
there’s going to be some curtail- 
ment of this playing Sheba on a 
hospital sheet. St. Louis hospitals, 
crowded to the point where they 
may have to put an appendectomy 
or two in the hall, are reducing 
luxury service, They’re short of 
help. They’re short of space. 
They’re short of just about every- 
thing you can think of, including 
crockery. 

As a sort of tribute to Florence 
Nightingale, whose birthday will 
be celebrated May 12 with National 
Hospital day, St. Louis hospitals 
are asking that prospective custom- 
ers sort of brush up on the new 
wartime hospital etiquette. Re- 
member, that overcrowded as the 
hospitals are now with the thou- 
sands of defense workers added to 
St. Louis’ normal population, the 
situation may be still more critical 
if emergencies come, 

Your guide to how to be sick in 
wartime is really only a handful 
of simple and sensible suggestions, 
made by Miss Florence King, ad- 
ministrator of Jewish Hospital and 
newly elected president of the Mid- 
west Hospital Association. If you 
follow these little rules, you'll not 
only be happier in the hospital, 
but you'll be doing a bit for de- 
fense. 

“If,” suggests Miss King, “the 
department stores can ask the in- 
dulgence of the public, why can’t 
hospitals?” 

So just as you carry home a new 
girdle ‘without a grumble to save 
your department store a delivery, 
here’s what you can do to help 
out the hospitals in case you turn 
out to be one of their customers 
sometime before this emergency is 
over: 

Don’t kick if the crockery 
your breakfast tray doesn’t 
match. Hospitals are short

Enter the hospital for admission 
between the hours of 8 a. m. and 
5 p. m. When you go to a movie 
and insist on being admitted to the 
hospital at 11 at night for your 
next day’s operation, you put a 
terrific strain on the hospital's 
overworked interns and night per- 
sonnel, 

Don’t ask for food not shown on 


the menu. Kitchen help for the 


hospital is as hard to get as house- 
hold help in the home. 

Don't ask the hospital for trays 
for your guests. With reduced per- 
sonnel, the hospital has its hands 
full serving the patients. 

If your call light isn’t answered 
immediately, count 10 before you 
Remember it’s human- 
ly impossible for five nurses on a 
division to do everything as 
promptly and as well as 10 did a 
year ago. 

Tell your friends that instead of 
sending you flowers, you'd rather 


they sent a small check to the hos-* 


pital with a little note to the effect 
that they’re sending it in your 
honor, perhaps to be used toward 
providing a nurse for some poor 
and desperately sick youngster,

ON’T let your visitors overstay. 
DP) mey may make it necessary 

for some overworked nurse to 
postpone treatments or medica- 
tions and thereby upset her rou- 
tine. 

Don’t encourage your friends or 
relatives to bring their children to 
see you. Children may carry. \con- 
tagious diseases. A little visitor 
has often been to blame for an epi- 
demic of measles or chicken pox 
among the nurses. 

Don’t let your visitors send a 
nurse to the pharmacy for some 
gum or ask her to make a phone 
call. Every nurse in every hos- 
pital today has her hands full tak- 
ing care of patients’ needs. 

If your visitors sit on your bed 
or throw their wraps on it, tell 
them there’s a hospital rule against 
it. Carelessly soiled bedspreads 
mean more work for the already 
overworked hospital laundry per- 
sonnel. 

When you know you're going to 
the hospital for a stay, leave your 
valuables and big money at home. 
You will thus relieve the hospital 
of a lot of worry and possibly 4 
little detective work. 

If your child is to be a patient 
in. a hospital, do not insist on stay- 
ing yourself. The average child is 
much better off without its mother 
and reacts favorably to hospital 
routine and the company of other 
children in a short time. When

These two groups of delinquents, 
those who are normal rebels and 
those who are abnormal offenders, 
should be separated in the minds 
of the people as well as in the 
courts, 

All adolescent children reach the 
stage where they feel independent 
of family authority, and if the fam- 
ily continue to exercise that pow- 
er over their older children be- 
yond the need for it, the rebellion 
is certain to come. It may not get 
as far as the police courts, but it 
will rage within the home where 
sensible parents make the adjust- 
ments the situation demands and 
go on from there.

OUR GREATEST difficulties are 
with those who commit crimes, 
grave crimes that can be called by 
no. other name. What are we to 
do for them and with them? In
